OF THE CHURCHES 


It Costs About $2,500 Per Year to 


Run the Average Janesvllle 


Church. 


About the llrst question that 
a 


careful financier Investigates before 
starting ;out on a business venture. 
Is the ccst. and whether the outlay 
of money warrants a safe return. 


While the church Is not a business 


enterprise. It costs money to support 
it and people have been known 
to 


stay away from tho place of worship 
because they did not feel financially 
able to contribute, and because they 
did not want to be considered dead 
heads on tho gospel wagon. 


The various churches In this 
as 


well as every other city appreciate 
this spirit of modesty, and so many 
of them adopt the free pew system, 
so as to relieve sensitive 
people of 


embarrassment. 


The plan Is all right and doubtless 


adds to church attendance, and re- 
sults In good and yet the expenses 
of the church go on with monotonous 
regularity and somebody has the bills 
to pay. 


The average salary of Janesvllle 


pastors Is about $1,500. 
In some 


cases this Includes house rent, where 
the society owns Its parsonage. 


Tho music costs from five to six 


l-.undred more; fuel and lights per- 
haps two hundred dollars addition- 
nl; Janitor and Incldcntlals a cou-plc 
of hundred more. 
Twenty-five hun- 


dred dollars would perhaps he a safe 
estimate for- average church support. 


This money In several 
of f the 


churches Is contributed by 
volun- 


tary subscriptions, and an effort Is 
made to have as many members and 
friends share the burden as 'possible. 
In some cases the money Is paid In 
weekly Installment^ and the bills 
are paid every week. 


The per capita cost of supporting 


Janesvlllo churches Is about 
two 


dollars. 
Not a heavy tax If It could 


be equaly distributed, but It Is safe 
to assume that the entire bill Is paid 
by less than one-fifth cf the popula- 
tion. 


It sometimes happens that half a 


dozen men find It necessary to stand 
under the financial burdens of 
the 


church, paying liberally through the 
year and then doubling the amount 
at the close to meet deflclences. 


These conditions exist whom so- 


cieties are weak. 
It Is possible to 


have too many churches In a town. 
Janesvlllo would be better off with 
ono Methodist and one Episcopal so- 
ciety. 
'The membership of two sep- 
arate organizations would make one 
litrong church. 
The clergy would be 


better paid, and financial burdens re- 
lieved. 
The moral character of .a city Is de- 


termined by the strength and pros- 
perity of the churches.

A Great Orchard Man. 


In 1875 Fred WellhcuM, the Kansas 


"apple king," was a wage-earner. He 
knew a good deal about orchards, how- 
ever, and began on a Fmall scale to 
raise fruit. Now he has 1,240 acres 
of orchards, and his apple crop this 
year is 60,000 bushels.
